when--- Conſuetnd? tollit ſexſwns , when cuſtome raketh away the 
ſence of feeling of whatis ſuffered, but wh2n- cuſtome being a ſecond 
nature ---Expellas furca licet, will not eaſily be repulſed, as may aps 
peat by this poor man who had been! diſeaſed eiybr and thirty years, 
and could not be cured bur by a miracle; * And now as theſe abirual 
diſeaſes are in ditempefed bodies; ſo are they alſo in diſaff:Red diſ- 
policions, eſpecially 1n ſuch clatdicants or lame Lourdans, who when 
they are moſtdiſeaſed, have'teaſt care to be cured.

ſeventh Cay is a feaſt as well as areſt, yet on thar day they muſt faſt and 
not reſt, and all to caſe the lameneſle, or rather lazinefle of thoſe who 
when they come to Church — Speftatuw veninnt , veniunt ſpeftentur 
#t_;pſe, Come neither to hear nor to learn, but to.ſee and tobe ſeen. 
And what ſhall we fee, Reeds ſhaking and waving with every wind? 
Or what ſhall we ſee, Males and Females,--- /» mobicie carnicloath- 
edin ſoft rayment?But what ſhall we ſee,a company of Jacobs party- 
coloured Kids or ſpotted Limbs ? Yeaywe {ball ſee many of your fine

ſmiling into mourning.. Thus we may ſee their lameneſl: in comi 
to the Church, and carelefle carriage in the Church. Which — & 
Aye, or lafie gout, the Phyſicians will tell you that it cometh from 
Bacchus or Venus, or from both, which being both hinderers of devo» 
tion, they that are devoted unto them, cannot, as is ſaid;keep the Sab-= 
bath without breaking of the Sabbath; When others,veradrenture, 
not ſo great ſinnersas they, although. che Tower of $:/0: hath fallen 
on ſome of them, would be glad that not for.pertilaſoni:s , but perry 
lapſes they might have no Marder penance impoſed on-them than ro 
20 on-foot, yea barefoot as farre unto their Pariſh Churches, though 
they wete as far diftantas from White- Hall to White-( happe! 3 For 
they for any offence concerning theLaw of theirGod ſo that they may 
bz freed from the fiery crial,ſball bg injoyned aPI2grinage to traveljas 
far as from Dover to Saint Davids, it being one of the directeſt Diami-

into the Countrey, who ſcorning to go upon Crutches, or our Com- 
mon Prayers, astheyterme chem ; are divers times in ſuch pain-in 
producing their — Per; ſologies or home-ſpun kindof praying , thar 
their faces aredisfigured, as thePhariſees are with faſting, being alſo in 
the ſame condition as the philoſopher was, who having, a Xanippe ro 
his wife, ſaid, — Non poſcum cum te vivere mee ſin: tes I cannor 
well live wich thee nor withourthee, So theſe Battologilts cannot be 
perſwaded to pray in thatforme which they are taught, and yer know 
not well how to pray withoutit, who preſuming alſo on that ſaying 
of our Saviour — Dabitar in illa hora, it ſhall bz given to you in that 
hour what you ſhall ſpeak, do not care for an hour cogerher what they 
do ſpeak when they pray, as appeareth by rheir ſpeaking; Bur had chey 
thac love unto Chrilt or to his Churh as they do pretend, they would 
be 2lad to creep unto him with thoſe Crutches , when well without 
them they could not go. Now as there isa Claudicaticy or lameneſs 
in Officio, or in duty, both in low coming to the Church, and ſlender 
ſerving of God in the Church, So our Sacrifices ( which: ſhould be 
without blemiſh ,. ſince they are to be offered in the Church ) are 
divers times lame and defe&iye, both in che marcer and in the forme, 
Firtt, if our ſacrifice be of meal, it being the material of many Levi- 
tical Sacrifices, ic muſt be of the fineſt of the meal , ic muſt not be 
Farrago, or courſe flower, but =— Cribro decuſſa farina well 
ſifred, well ſerrched, and the pureſt, for ſuch Abraham provided for 
the three Angels which came unto him. Next,there muſt be no meſ- 
ſeline, maſlin or mixture in it,—:xs barbari— were Mungrils, 
and not thought fit to be Prieſts or Sacrificers, neither among the 
Greciansnor Batbarians, nor are ſuch Hibrida ſacrificta, part- 
Iy Enthuſiaſtical, partly phanraſmarical, without premedication or: 
preparation ; proper Sacrifices or Oblations to be offered unleſſe on 
ſome — Bayoy, or Heathen Altar, but not on any $vo1o5He0v,or 
Altar of God, Therefore ifour Sacrifice be of meal (as is ſaid) Mo-' 
ſes muſt make it ready for the Mill, and St. Pa»! mult grind the grain 
when it is made ready, for ſo they agree. =

nor too {mall, for ſo advantge may be made,and men may take moce

than is their due,and go beyond their allowance — AMed'ocria frma, 
wee Hoderation muit butivife ir, and diſcretion mutt order ic, 'and 
take away all the Bran out of it, — En chema en thora, faith the 
Rabbi,— If bran be in the meal, 1t will be as bad as corruption 11 
the Law, or ( o#oquiztida in the Potrage ; and we may cry —=Mers 
w olla, There is Death in the Por, there is Sin in our Sacrihce, So 
then, whether cur Sacrifices are TgoxoIeraa, or Tov wore , 
preparation for the Sacrifice, or the Sacrifices themſelves , there 
muſt be no mixture, unleſs ir be of Piety wi-h Purity , and ſo they 
wili be — Libaming, acceptabie Sacrifices unto the Lord. Se- 
condly , If the Sacrifice b2 of fleſh, it mult not be of all fleſh,eſpe- 
cially of mans fleſh, for Mummy is an abomination, as I ſhall tell 
you anon ; nor of fith, and yer we read of no curſe they had to hin- 
der it ; norof birds, -unleſs of Turtels or young Pigeons ; nor of 
beaſts, unleſsof ſuch as chayy the Cud, and that was the reaſon that 
ſeven pair of ſuch were preſervedin the Ark , when bur one pair of 
all che re(t ; nor of thoſe clean beaſts atall times, all the fleſh, bur

the beſt and fareſt of the fleſh, that as CAſoſes ſaith, it may be ale. z. 18, 


fwcet [avonr unto the Lord; andthis Rule was among the religious, 
——& acrum pingue dab) : non macrum Sacrificabo, I will make no 
feaſt unto my God, bur whart ſhall be of the farreſt andthe faireſt that 
Ihave. Andfrom this word — £Maza, or fat, all fealts former- 
ly had cheir names, as Lammaze-day, Candlemaze-day, and the 
like ; not thatthey came from the word— Miſſa or Maſs, or diſ- 
miſſion of the - Catechumenz , ſuch as were not fit to be communi- 
cants; not from the Hebrew worde—— Maſſah,atiorning Sacrifice, 
which were more p:oper ; but from — Maza- as is ſaid, for Lame 
maz-day was a fealt of far Lambs, dedicated to Lup:rca, that ſh2 
mizhe preſerve their flocks from the Wolf, long before the Maſs 
waseverdream'tof; and now becauſe thoſe Luperealia, Carmenta- 
lia, Pagazalia, and the reſt of them were 7b:leesand feaſts of joy , 
and becauſe on ſuch dayes the fatreſt of their locks they thought the 
ficceſt for their fealis , therefor Chrifmazelay and Michaelmaz:- 
day deſerving ſuch feaſts, the one for Chr:ſi's Nativity, the other 
for Michael his Uiftory, have their names from thoſe feaſts, as Ea- 
fer ſtill retaineth urs name from the Saxan goddeſs Foſter, who had 
ber feaſt before the Reſurreion. There is one thing more-to be 
obſerved in the matcer of theſe Sacrifices, they muſt be Holocanita , 
w—T) time ar or art impoſite, perfe&, without any imperfeQion, 
if but one limb be lacking, it will be a lame oblation ; and if all the 
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Sacrifices fatted on Hermon , ſhould fall or be ſlain on Zim, (or 


elſe bow could the dew of Hermon, bing a low hill, fall upon Zion 
which was an high hill?) I ſay, that if of an hundred Hecatombs 
but one hoof ſhall be wanting, they will all of - them be bur lame Sa» 
crifices; and therefore Moſes to!d Pharaoh, that of all their Cartel 
they muſt not leave one hoof behind, for thereof muft they Sacri- 
fice unto their God, Now as our Sactifices may be lame 1n reipe& 
of the matter, ſoin the manner; andalthough Ceremonies (by ma- 
ny)are ſuppoſed to be ſuperſtitious , yet Selens» 7 archi ſaith that they 
are—Segil— or hedzes invironing the Vineyard z and So/omon 
ſaich , 1f thou take away the hedge , the Serpent will bite thee, 
So then, Ceremonies not intrenching upon the Prerogative of Sub- 
Rance, may be requiſite in our Sacrifices, eſpecially ſuch as ſhall have 
any relation tg obedience ; and if Obedience be better than Sacrifice, 
as Samuel told Saw!, then Sacrifice of neceſſity muſt be bztrered by 
obedience ; and this is ſhewed by bowing the body, and bending the 
knee, both bzing proper poſturesfor expiating Sacrifices, and where 
this ob:dience is nor performed, there isthe yoveygpr, or gout in the 
knee, or a dead Palfie totally diſperſed through an 111 diſpoſed body. 
When Carmenta had not yet invented letters, from whom cometh 
Carmen, ora Verſe, and when ſhe knew not where to writz them, 
but=:z [:bri5-*- the barks of trees, from whence cometh--- Liber--- a 
Book, the ingenuous Egyptians did find a way by Hierogliphicks or 
PiRures, to expreſs their minds in writing the one to the other, v:z, 
a violent man by a Lion Rampant, a vinolent or ſwilling man by a 
Swinedormant, a laſcivious man by a Goar Saliant , a meek man by 
#Lamb Couchant, and che hke, Among which we find two pro- 
per ſor our preſent occaſion, Firſt, eAb:land Delborah kneeling 
at their Sacrifice on both knees, ſignifying Gods acceprance or ap- 
probation. Secondly, Cain and his fiſter Ca/mana kneeling at their 
Sacrifice , but on one knee, intimating rejeRion and reprobation, 
If God then was ſo diſpleaſed that there was a knee,andnot a knee, 
or but one knee, when two were too little z how will he be offended 
when at our $acrifices we cannot affo:d him one knee, but ſit as 
though we were ſacrificing the Sacrifice of fools, and what is fit for 
the back of fools, you may ſoon find. When the wiſe men came 
with their ob lations to Chrift the King of the Fews, as they ſuppoſed 
only , Ttodvrtc ſaich Arins Montanus, Proftramtes , Procidentes , as 
St, Jerom and Eraſmus , and the Genevaifts themſelves-fay , fel 
dn and worſhipped ; The Original goeth farther , (if it be the 
FYr1o'

who are lame in their Benevolences, tributes, or rather rerribucions, 
in which they ſhould not be, if they were as- they ſhould be. Firſt, 
Becauſe Sr, P.ml ſaith, That we have nothing but what we have recet« 
ved, and th:refore on reaſonable conditions may more willingly 
part from ir, Secondly, B:cauſe Tally telleth us that—— No» nobrs 
folum nat; ſumus, we are not born for our ſelves alone, and ſogoeth 
on, Partem Patria, our Countrey will expe& a part, which part is 
Conſtancyinour Countrey-men , who when-they travel wi 
Prodigal into ftrange Countreys, they ſhould read the learned work 
of a reverend Divine, called — Q»o vads, that they may know 
whither they dogo, before they go, and be careful in the firſt place 
they do not change their Religion , unleſs it be ſuch a one as ſome of 
our new onesare, and then they need not fear, for no man will 
change with them, Next, they muſtbe ſo far from Arminianiſas, 
that as judicious Zaxch-us Tawuh', they muſt 'be neither: Lutherans, 
Zninglians, ( alvinsſt, but Chriſtians z and that they may ſo ſtil 
continue , they mult not read Marionaethe Scot , who will have 
Kiags to be depoſed, if they be not of his peftilent opinions ; nor 
muſt they meddle with HMo/ams , who will have no faich with Hz« 
riticks, and yet they thacare #2 chiefeR H:ricicks, muſt be judges of 
the” Hetifies. | Andif a Prince ſhall diſlike that which chey have a 
fiking unto, not Loyaley, for Allz3iance (hall oblige thzm to do 
any thing bur what they It , who will alſo ſo limit His Prerogative , 
that rather than He- ſhall be in all Cauſes, 4s well Eccleſiaſtical as 
Civil, Supreme: Head ind Governovy, they will take off His HE AD. 
And this isthe Pratice of Piety which of late: hath been brought

do admiretoſee our unconfiancy: Gregory the Great looking ow 
ſome of our Engliſh features which were taken captive , ſaid — An» 
"th quaſi Angelt, The Engliſh are as Angels:; but now our Neigh- 

ur Countreymen looking into our nature, ſay, Angle terre bonne 
terre mauvak gens , England 1sa good Nurſery, but the Nation is ill 
Nurtured, - Nay, ſo unconfiant are we , or rather careleſs, that we 
have forgot our own Mother Tongue, for our ancient Language 
which was — L:ingua monoſyllabica, a Language of one (yllable , 
may now be termed- -mxyToAoyic., ot a confufion of Languages, 
where by putting new pieces of cloth intoan old veſture , thinki 
<0 make it bztrer, make ir worſe. For, Engliſh of it ſelf without 
mixture, is not inferiour to any Lanzuage that ſeemeth to be of a 
higher nacure, Firſt, The Hebrew, Sirrak,, Ealde, Arabek, In 
dian, Egyptick, Saracen, and all the Oriental Languages, which 
may be io termed, as well-becauſe their letters look. Ealtward, as 
that they are Languages of the Eaſt , have all dependance one upon 
the other, and have been corrupted , as appeareth by that Hebrew 
which was before Eſdras, and that which was after him. Secondly , 
the Illirick, Greek, French,Spaniſh, Roman, Italian, and all the Oc- 
cigental Tongues fo rermed as well becauſe their-Lerters look unto 
the Weſt as that they are Weſtern Languages, I ſay,when in all theſe 
Languages there are ſo many ——S:ſquipedalia verba,or words of ſo 
"many {illables, that fome of them will make an Hexamiter 01 long 
- verſe. Yet our true Engliſh confifting but of one fillable for the molt 
Part(as the Hebrew Radixes dof three letters) is ſo ſignificant, thiag 
K may well be rermed'our Morher tongue, becauſe in one fillable-yoy 
may finde not only the names of, an innumerable company of crea- 
tures both by ſea and land, but thetr natures alſo, as hot, cold, moiſt, 
dry, andall parts belonging to them, and to our own bodies, as a 
heart to ſigh.and groane for want of grace z, a hand athand to help 
afciend, and give his bread unto the poor,who pine and die for want of 
i ; an eycroweepand ſend forth tears for time HI ſpent, when all 
the time we have to live may not be long enough to. repent for the 
ill ſpending of ir, as hath been ſaid |

The men of Ninwve heatinig that forty dayes ſhould end theig 
dayes, made a Quadrageſſima or Faſt of thoſe forty dayes ; not ha» 
ving one day of feafting in it, unleſle it were ——Feſtum cineris , a 


feat, of aſhes., conlidering how ſoon to aſhes they might be turned, 
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Bur we with choſe in the dayes of Nea, cat, drink, marry , andare 
merryscait away all ſorrow, and yet with Fer»ſalem, do not know 
whether the day of our Viſitation may not be before to morrow, 
Now as out Engliſh are careleſs in keeping their Language from cor- 
ruption, ſothe true BrYuutans are as careful to keep pa from being 
corrupted ; and though the Dyalett may differ, yet the /dioms is ill 
th ſame, and notas much as an 7a altei*d fince firlt it was ſpoken, 
as appeareth by an ancient Manuſcript, being one of David's Plalms 
writcen in Welch, and ſo long fince, that we need not inquire for any 
other Original, 1t being as likely ro be penned by David, and writ 
with his own hand, as any Pſalm made by Moſes, Aſaph, or any 0+ 
ther ; ſome of the words I have ſet down, and how they do agree 
with the writings of theſe times, any ingenuous Native ſhall be the 
Judge.

1:arn of men, Anchiſes when he was left in the Trojan flames , 
his ſon e/£xeas did not fear the fire, but ran into it, beating his father 
on his back, and bringing him out of it, having more (ſmell of the 
fire about him than the chree children had when they came our of the 
fiery furnace: Wereadalſoofa daughter, who when her father wes 
to be Rarved in priſon, did feed him ſo long with her breaſt-milk un- 
known to his enemies, that her piety at laſt being perceived, the 
daughter was praiſed, and the father pardoned, Bur many of us are 
ſofar from this piety, that weare like thoſe Hippopot:m:, or ſavage 
creatures who arethe deatn of their Sire for the inſatiable deſire they 
have of their Dam ; or like Ar:ftotles Spiders, or Saint Fohn Bap- 
tits Vipers, who enjoy thelr life by the death of their genttors; qrelſe 
why hath ic been {aid as 1t is ſaid in St, Afarthew — Fils ante diem 
patrios 1nquirit 14 anos, the: children ſhall riſe upagain(t their Pa» 
rents, and cauſe them todie, The laſt part that-is expeQed of us is 
from our friends, where alchough every man cannot be a Damon and 
Pyihins, a Pilades and Oreites , a Fonathan and a David. Yet he mult 
be— alter idem—— CF ad aras, both as one and one unto the end 
— {nas bodas, in Spaniſh fignifieth a married couple,or a wedding, 
And though friends have not one body as-man and witchave or ſhould 
have, yer they ſhould have but one ſoul ſympathiſing both in their 
ſorrows, joys and ſufferings. 'There were in the memory of a man 
tvo——Didym ortwins, whoas it ſhould ſeeme , had: but one :ſoul 
berwixtthem, for the firft-borne waslively, chearful, and fell to tha

ble, hath no friend, and ſo ſaith B:n Sirach, Th:re « a friend at thy 
table, but he will not continue in th: tins: of aff1i:0n, The birds would 
never have come unto Abrahams bare Altar, bur when thz Sacrifice 
was on, he could hardly bat them off : 1/:re che bodies are, faith our 
Saviour, the Eagles will reſort, Which words, a3 they have admicced 
ſundry contrary conſtrutions , ſome of them aluding to what hath 

zen ſaid, ſo ic may admit this one coniruRion more, that is, where 
bodies are ſubje& unto fin, eſpecially unto that lilly fin of ſelf-love, 
thereche flutterers love to flock together. Who,as Carrain Crows, 
pick ont the eyes of rotten ſheep while they are yeralive; ſo the 
flitcererspick out the eyes of thoſe thar love to b2 flattered, tnſomuch 
that they have not ſence to ſee how much they ſufter in being (o abu- 
ſed, and as in the Epigram—P& uxi Ayuda vv x02omog uohewor

in the matrer, both by nature being devourers, the one when a man is 
dead, the other while he is alive.

our Podagra, Or Lameneſs4n coming to ſerve God. Secoydly, Of 
our Gexogra, or Slovenly Bzhaviour in our Sacrifices ,. or ſerving 
God, conlidzring alſo that the want of che wedding-garment tn the 
Goſpel may be wanc of this our fivility, Thirdly, to cure us of our 
Chiragra or lameneſle in our hands whereby we cannorſuppedicare or 
help thoſe that ſupport us, to whom we ſhould be in our benevolences 
Rhctoricians wich open hands, as Gods hands are open unto us, and 
rot Logicians, wi:h ſuch clutchr fiſts and withered hands that 
(ities Fuil um ex manu Hercalis- --men ſhould ſooner wreſt a clubbe 
out of the hand of Hcrc/es, than any bznevolences out of our hands 
that ſhould come cither to God or his Vicegerents; We read of a 
malevolent company of hide-bound members, who preſcribing ab- 
Ninence to the appetite, and debarring the belly of its due, within a 
ſmill ime Paller in ore ſedit macies,in corjore totowmmmtheir 
froward faces grew formidable, and each member grew micilent and 
lene, 1nſomuch that they all looked like Pharaoh his leane kine, as 
all malicious men will do that pine away with repining at other m2ns 
proſperity.

bl >cks ; who fearirg Superſtition, fall into Judaiſm ,- as well in the 
Adminutration of Baptiſm, as of th2 Lords Supper. Firſt, Why 
ſhould n:t the Font, having been ſo many hundred years uſed in the. 
Church to baptize children, b2as convenient for the ſame uſe fill (as 
of lace) in a Baſon, unleſs ir were[becauſe as the blood was inthe Br- 
ſon at tne Paſsover, which was ſprinkled upon the door-poſts, fo the 
water muſt be in a Biſon which 1s to be ſprinkled on the children 
which are to be baptized. But did we look into the Greek word--Bar- 
Tie@-- or the Latine word--- /namergo-.. both being to duck under wa- 
ter,or todip,ſignifying, That fin is drowned,and the ſinner ſaved, We 
would imagin that. the dimenſions of a baſon would bz too ſhailow 
for ſo deep a mytiery.

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abſurdity granted, you may grant a thouſand; So from one Judaiſe

fit at the $:crament when we ſhould nenther fit nor Rand, which 1s alſo 
Con2 in a way of Judaiſm, ſuppcting that the Diſciples cid either 
fit or (tand when they did receive the S1crament,or eat thz P:ſleover, 
But--- Lefl:s diſcumbentes--was r.ot fitting on their beds,which uſually 
ſerved them for tzbles,burlzaning on their b2ds,8 this leaning mighr 


bz done wh more cate 1f thzy aid knee), but 1f they did not kneel, - 


they could not well Izan without bending the knee. Bur well may we 
diſlike th2 Ceremonies of the Church, when we co not like any thing 
that is ſubtancial in the Church; for we are alway contending — De 
lana caprina——ſeeking kr.ots in Bulruſhes, alway complaining , be- 
cauſe we bave no cauſe to complain. Firſt, the Altar muſt nor ſtand 
Alterwayes, nor the, Common Prayer be ſaid at it, unlefle we nay al- 
rer both as we pleaſe, But the quarrel againſt che Book of Common 
Prayer, 1s.not becauſe there is|wearing and conjuring 1 the Lerany;

and though the Hebrew, Greek, and Roman Texts ſay only, Beware of men ; 
yer the French, Spaniſh, and Italian Texts do all ſay, Guard your ſelves from 
them: And the Dutch faith plainly, Shut yonr doors againſt them. St, Paul 
alſo adviſeth us, To have nothing todo with them ; and telleth 7 imthy, 
That they are deceivers, and at laſt will bs deceived; who gadding betwixc 
Feruſalem, which is built atunity within it ſeIſ, and Jericho a C ity ſubje& 
co Lunacy, as its name importeth , will find in the Prophet fer:my his 
Coſmography, that there is a dangeroys Deſert betwixc them, diſalteroug 
unto Paſſengers ; for there Zedechia. loſt his Army, being all caken P:iſo- 
ners; there he loſt his ſons, being (lain before his face ; there he loſt his 
eyes, all bzing diſpitefully done by N:b:chadnezer. There alſo St. Lukes 
Paſſenger loſt all that he had: being wounded, and left half dead ; and all 
that paſsthat way, may fear, le(t they fare as the other did ; for &Aybe , 
Truth will (rip off their Jeſuirical long Robes, an4 leave them naked , 
then —— &vioi, their own Recorder calling ro mind their many 
Confederacies, will give them thzir firſt wound, then —— PoAyorg euTeoi$ 
Teogigeoig and Texts, Conſultation, Inquilition, Ele&ion and Prepara- 
tion for PraQice, will, like Ceſars Senators, wound them all atonce, and 
leave them in deſpair, as bad as dead, Andas a Deer, once wound2d, all 
the Herd will forlake him ; ſo thzir Levites may look on them, but leave 
them, and letthem lie. Their Prieſts . may look on them roo, and perad= 
venture pitythem, bur will paſs by them ; ſo that HMiſeretur aliquis 
ſuceurrit nemo. Some man may pity them, but there will be no man to 
help them : Since then ... Fr:geſcit charit as forts, caleſcat dom! : Since, 
as David faith, No man careth for my ſoul, let every man be more careful of 
his own ſoul; and whateyer our ARs are,let us look unto our E£:x:ts,for we 
ſhall come from this earchly Stage with a — Plandrte, an Applauſe, or 
with ſuch a Sibile, as ſhall hiſs us off from the Stage, Ler 
us not then with a =— Cras moriemini, Or careleſs courſe of! life, fay 
with Heſter, .If I periſh, T1 periſh; for wedeal not with man, as Heſter 
did,but with an Emanuel,and with him there is mercy; 1n the mean while, 
th Moralilt will cell us,that—Sze 91/9, faber e# fortune,fear and trem- 
bling will frame a good Fortune, but Pate and Deſtiny have nothing todo 
with Divinity; for then with God there would be no - Anthropopathy , or 
relenting on mans repenting : but N:zev: will deny that,and David will 
affirm, That as man fearegh, ſo is GoJs pleaſure or diſpleaſure ; nay,God 


" is ſopiciful, that upon mans Peritions he will rather pleaſe him than bim-- 


ſelf ; yea;and {o merciful,that man ſhall have his own will,chough ir be a- 
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our living ſhall be our Dome,and not according ro ourDeftiny,but our de= 
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gxiaſt Gods own Will : Nay,God was fain to petition 47oſes that he him- 
telf might b:at quiet, ſaying, Let me alone; yer, and promiſed to make Ex. 32.1 
him a great man,and what could he have more 2 but Moſes would not ler 
him a{one,nor have his wH, but made him alter bis Will, and reverſe his 
Ocder,and delivergd 1ſrae/ from deftrution when God had fully derermi- 
ned and reſolved to deftroy it ; and the Poet, as if he had ſeen rhe paſlage 
betwixr God and Moſes, ſaith thus, .
